BAYONETS AND SEWER SFADES 


In the course of an article entitled “Coniinercialism Dis- 
guised as Patriotism und Duty,’ Miss Jane Addams of Hull 
House, Chicago, says: “The great pity of it all is that a war 
tends to fix our ininds on the picturesque; that it seems so 
much more magnificent to do battle fur the right than j,a- 
tiently to correct the wrong” 

She tellg how, when a ciass of boys in Hull House were 
eager for military drill, she persuaded them tw drill with sewer 
spades instead of bayonets. “I made the simple argument,’ 
says Miss Addams, ‘that it was quite as noble to maneuver 
as if to clean the city in order to prevent disease and save 
life, as it was to maneuver as if to charge an enemy and kill 
our fellow men.” 

But there wus no enthusiasm and very soon the boys went 
back to bayonets. At present Miss Addams says, “I doubt 
if I could even get them to touch a spade, so besotted have 
we all become with the notion of military glory.” 

But happily modern war is not so very picturesque. Smoke 
and noise and color were inspiring suggestions in the old 
days. There is nut so much of them now. When the youth 
find out how dull and dismal plain war is they may not be 
so ardently in favor of it.

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COMFREHENSIVc SOULS. 


The arrest of Miss Olga Nethersole in New York on com- 
plaint that Sappho is immoral and an offense against public 
decency is not likely to improve the tone of the drama or 
elevate the stage, but it will boom the actress and increase 
the receipts at the box office. 

The flutter over this play points to a most interesting con- 
dition of public sentiment. sappho is generally acanowledzed 
to be unspeakable. It is greovs, garish and vulgar. It shines 
with corruption. It has no redeeming feature. The excellence 
of its production only makes its vicious character more con- 
spicuous. But no magnet ever had greater drawing power, 
People flock to see the unspeakable spectacle by thousands. 

On the other hand the religious play, or what professes to 
be religious is equally popular. Thousands go to see ‘‘The 
Sign of the Cross,” “The Christian,”’ and “Quo Vadis.” They 
cannot get enough of it and the curious little fact about it 
is that many of the people who enjoy dramatized religion are 
the very ones who dearly love the dramatized wickedness of 
Sapphs. Lhere seems to be a good understanding between the 
right hand ard the left. 

There is plenty of room in every soul for Dr. Jeky! and Mr. 
Hyde. But it is not often that the two get on together with- 
out an unseemly disturbance of the peace. What has brought 
about this truce between them? 
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Where the Goebel bullet came from 1s still discussed in 
Kentucky. It is held that it was fired from the Executive 
Building because the surgeon in the case reported as fol- 
lows: “He (Goebel) had a wound in the right chest, en- 
tering just below and in front of the armpit. This wound 
fanged downward and backward, leaving the body two inches 
to the left of the spinal column, evidently having passed 
Back of the spinal cord, but probably wounding the posterior 
Dart of the coluinn.” Immediately after the shooting the 
Executive Building wae surrounded by soldiers, and all search 
of the building was prevented. The idea seems to have ‘bee n 
rather to protect the assassin than to discover him. 
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A SOLAR PLEXUS STUDY. 


There is a modern schoo! of the prophets which looks for the 
abolition of the death habit. Its disciples believe that immor- 
tality may be attained here and now. (Qf this school, Prof. 
Paul B. Tyner, a well-known writer and lecturer on meta- 
physical subjects, is a bright and shining light. 

Prof. Tyner finds basis for his assertion that dying is only 
@ bad habit in a study of the solar plexus, a ganglionic 
center recently introduced to common knowledge by being 
punched in sundry puilistic contests, 

Because numerous nerves radiate from this plexus, anato- 
mists compared it to the sun with his rays. Hence its name. 
Prof. Tyner goes farther and says the solar plexus is a real 
gun, situated in the midst of the human body. By knowing 
how to put Thia eun in accord with tts companion of the skies. 
we can stave off the last enemy indefinitely, turning this vale 
of tears into a continuous show. 

In support of his theory, Prof. Tyner quotes Goethe's saying 
that “man is enabled to admire the sun in the heavens be- 
_@ause of the greater sun in himecif.” 

Dees anyone suppose that the “greater sun” referred to by 
Goethe was the solar plexus? Goethe was a poet, not a sur- 


geoa. One of the commonest errors of would-be prophets is | Sas 
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to confound poctry with science. The solar plexus may be of 
‘supreme use in aiding digestion and blood circulation. As a 


competitor of the center of our solar system it is an absurd 
failure. 


The Postmasters are the business men of the Government. 
They represent the department which is in most intimate rela- 
tion with the people, and is of vital importance to them. The 
Postmasters are in close touch with all the interests of their 
several communities,-and unite by their service all sections of 
the country in the bonds of a common welfare. The meeting 
of these public servants in St. Louis for the purpose of form. 
ing an association for the improvement of the postal serv- 
ice and to increase the business efficiency of the department, 
thrusting politics aside, is a happy first step in a good work. 
The Postmasters proceed upon the ground that public office 
is a public trust, and their organization on that basis cun- 
not but result in great good for all. 
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SECRETARY GAGE AND THE WORLD'S FAIR 


Secretary Gage is enthusiastically in favor of the World's 
Fair in 1903. tiis view is broadly national, but he is fully 
alive to the benefits to be reaped by St. Louis and the West. 

The Fair, he says, “will result in great and permanent good 
to the city ana the section of which it is the metropolis.” The 
enterprise will attract attention to St. Louis not only from 
foreign countrics, but from the eastern portion of the Uniled 
States, in some localities of which “St. Louis is ranked as a 
provincial city. It will require a World's Fair to remove this 
delusion,’ says the Secretary. 

The larger view is, however, much in Mr. Gage’s mind: 

“The question of the immediate material benefits of the 
Fair should not be considered,” he observes. “‘The moral re- 
sults will be permanent.
